True enough the Bible has 
figured in several other issues 
from around the world, but this 
seemingly is the first in actual 
remembrance of a day devoted 
to the book itself.

Nicaraguan Seebecks 


Destroy Rolls, Plates, 
Dies From Which The 
‘Stamps’ Where Printed 


by Ernest A. Kehr 


Nicaraguan officials, in the presence of several representatives of 
philatelic circles, December 11 initiated the first step in completely 
destroying ithe vestiges of the scandalous operations of Nicholas 
Frederick Seebeck who did more than any other single person to 
generally cripple the hobby half a century ago and put Latin 


American issues in disfavor. 


Through this action every known original die, transfer roll and 
cliche used to make printing surfaces of the so-called “Seebeck is- 
sues” of Nicaragua were defaced at the Security Bank Note Company, 
55th and Samson Sts., Philadelphia, through the efforts of Augustin 
Vanegas P., Director of the Philatelic Agency of the Nicaraguan 


government, in Managua. 
Seebeck’s unethical operations 
began in 1889, when he offered to 
supply El Salvador without cost 
a completely new set of postage 
stamps each year for a_ decade, 
provided the government would 
return to him all unused supplies 
of the previous year’s stamp as 
soon as it received the new set 
for the following twelve months. 
As a former stamp dealer and 
representative of the Hamilton 
Bank Note Company which had 
previously printed stamps for 
several Colombian states and the 
Dominican Republic, he procured 


for his firm similar orders from 
Nicaragua, Ecuador, and Hon- 
duras. 


Instead of just accepting the 
remainders, Seebeck made large 
supplies of reprints from the ori- 
ginal plates which he then so 
widely sold to stamp wholesalers 
throughout the world that phila- 
telic groups here and abroad or- 
ganized a society to boycott not 
only the Seebeck reprints but all 
stamps of any countries which 
had helped him perpetrate what 
has since become known as “the 
greatest racket ever conceived to 
defraud innocent collectors.” 

These Seebeck reprints were 
made in such huge quantities that 
they literally flooded the market 
and even today full sets of all 
issues are available to anyone who 
cares to buy them at a cent or two 
each. Original copies—those ac- 
tually sold in the postoffices of 
the four countries during their 


year of currency, and particularly 


examples used on original letters 
—however, are exceedingly rare. 
Originals may be distinguished 
from the reprints by the type of 
paper used to make them: the 
latter being on a cheap, white, 
porous stock. 

Serious philatelic groups 
tempted to halt the reprinting al- 
most as soon as Seebeck’s scheme 
became known, but not until Nov. 
9, 1911, did John N. Luff, John A. 


Klemann and P. F. Brunner go to}

The certification of these 
men, however, noted that they 
could not find the plates of the 
1890, 1891 and 1892 issues of Ni- 
caragua and Honduras.

An inventory of them, made by 
the writer in 1928, indicated that 
they had not been used for at 
least twenty years. 

Even though the printing plates 
had been officially destroyed, the 
possibility of producing new 
“Seebecks” could never be pre- 
vented while the dies and trans- 
fer rolls remained in existence. 
Mr. Vanegas, therefore, has been 
making efforts to destroy them 
for the last three years. In the 
mean time the Hamilton Bank 
Note Company moved from its 
plant on 149 Adams St., Brooklyn, 
and eventually was absorbed by 
the Security Bank Note Com- 
pany, in Philadelphia.

which it had acquired from Ham- 
ilton, picked out those used to 
make Nicaraguan issues of 1890 
to 1899 and arranged the defacing 
ceremonies December 11. 

In the vault of the Philadelphia 
plant each known die and roll was 
examined by the witnesses, check- 
ed against carefully prepared 
lists and permanently destroyed 
under an electric grindstone.

“Father Of Airmail” 
Dies At Philadelphia 


Paul Henderson, 67, frequently 
referred to as “father of airmail 
service,” died at his home in Phil- 
adelphia, December 18, after a 
long illness. 

As a second assistant postmas- 
ter general in the early 1920’s, 
Mr. Henderson was active in es- 
tablishment of airmail service. 
On many occasions, he flew with 
pioneer mail pilots to learn their 
problems first-hand. 

After leaving -the Post Office 
Department, he organized Na- 
tional Air Transport, a pioneer 
airmail operation between New 
York, Cleveland and Chicago. He 
later organized Transcontinental 
Air Transport, often referred to 
as the “Lindbergh Line.”

PERFORATIONS. Several 
years ago this column began 
making comparisons between the 
prices in Scott’s and in Gibbons 
catalogs. We also called attention 
to the perforation varieties which, 
although not mentioned by Scott, 
were in demand in England and 
were worth many times the nor- 
mal catalog price. 

Whether as a result of these 
comparisons or not, the fact is 
that a demand for these scarce 
perforation varieties resulted and 
auction catalogs began listing 
them and giving Gibbons cata- 
log prices. 

On December 21, the Equitable 
Stamp Company held an auction 
sale of 790 lots of British Empire 
stamps. Many of the scarce per- 
foration varieties were offered 
and the prices realized will give 
some idea of the demand here in 
the U. S. 

Here are some of the prices 
paid at this sale for scarce per- 
forations and colors:— 

ASCENSION. Scotts No. 54/56 
cataloged at 18c, were sold in 
blocks of four with perforation 
14 at $9.25. 

BARBADOS. The 1938 %4d 
green listed by Scott as No. 193 
and priced at 20c regardless of 
perforation, This stamp is listed 
in Gibbons as 248A and priced at 
60 shillings with perforation 14. 
A single mint copy sold for 
$6.75. 
The ld carmine listed by Scott 
as No. 194 and priced at 40c re- 
gardless of perforation. This is 
listed by Gibbons as No. 249 and 
priced at 6 Pounds if perforated 
13% x 13. 

A single mint copy described 


as “3 perfs snubbed” sold for 
$15.00. 
BERMUDA. Scott’s No 124/125 


are priced at $2.10 again regard- 


less of perforation. The auction 
catalog described these as the 
scarce 14.2 perfs. These stamps 


are listed in the Commonwealth 
Catalog as perforated 14% and 
priced at 19 Pounds and 10/-. 
These two were offered as one 
lot and sold for $66.00. 

The Pound stamp No. 128 is 
priced by Scott at $5.60. Gib- 
bons list as purple and black No. 
121 priced at 6 Pounds. (This 
is a shade variety not mentioned 
by Scott). A mint copy sold at 
this sale for $20.00. 

The 12/6 listed by Scott as No. 

127 and- priced at $3.50 exists 
in various shades, and the gray 
and yellow is listed in the Com- 
monwealth Catalog at 7 Pounds. 
A mint copy of this stamp sold 
at this auction sale for $22.50. 
CEYLON. Scott’s No. 286, the 
50c value, is priced at 20c mint 
and 15c used, regardless of per- 
foration. 
If perforated 13 x 13% this 
stamp is listed in Gibbons as No.

marking the first air mail letters 
to bear the new air mail adhe- 
sives. 

Present and witnessing the 
ceremony from the American Air 
Mail Society were, in addition to 
president Johnson, L. B. Gatchell, 
Ernest A. Kehr, Geo, D. King- 
dom, and Mr. Davis. 

President Johnson on behalf of 
the American Air Mail Society, 
purchased a sheet of each of the 
four air mail values, from Mr.

Trumpeters Show 
Pleasing Increase 


Whenh the design, “Trumpeter 
Swans In Flight” appeared on 
the 1950 Duck stamps it was said 
at the time that it would only be 
a matter of a few years when 
all that would remain of this rare 
species would be a picture of 
them. 

Things seem to be looking up 
for the Trumpeters according to 
the Fish and Wildlife Service of 
the Department of the Interior 
which in a recent bulletin re- 
ported as follows: 

The rare trumpeter swan, which 
was disappearing from this coun- 
try in the early 1930’s, supplied 
the highest count in 17 years dur- 
ing the annual census taken July 
31-August 3. 

The trumpeter swan popula- 
tion figures released by the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, Department 
of the Interior, give a new high 
of 535 birds—an increase of 159 


nets, over last year, according to 
Director Albert M. Day. 

This unusually large number 
which is 462 more swans than the 
1935 count. of 73, is believed to 
be due to better breeding condi- 
tions. Last year’s count was 376 
trumpeters, 

The yearly trumpeter census is 
taken by personnel of the Na- 
tional Park Service and the Fish 
and Wildlife Service. 

On the Red Rock Lakes Re- 
fuge in Montana, 374 trumpeters 
were counted. Of this number, 
89 were cygnets. There was a net 
gain of 140 birds over last year’s 
total of 234. 

Idaho gained 26 trumpeter 
swans, including 11 young birds, 
while Yellowstone National Park 
and the National Elk Refuge 
nearby, yielded the same num- 
ber as last year, 80 swans. 

The total increase of young 
swans in all areas amounted to 
45. 

Not only is the trumpeter swan 
one of the rarest and largest of 
North America’s wild fowl—its 
wing spread is 8 feet or more— 
it is also the most outstanding 
example of a species saved from 
United States extinction through 
the establishment of a federal re- 
fuge staffed with wildlife man- 
agement experts, 

At one time, the beautiful 
trumpeter ranged over the West 
and Midwest: California and Bri- 
tish Columbia to Manitoba, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, and Missouri. When 
the areas the swan preferred as 
a habitat were overrun by en- 
croaching civilization, the great 
bird started to decline rapidly. 

When extinction threatened it, 
conservationists, launched a cam- 
paign for a Federal sanctuary 
where the bird would find safe- 
ty. In 1935, the Red Rock Lakes 
Refuge near Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park was established. 

When increasing numbers of 
the trumpeter began to endanger 
the limited breeding range, some 
of them were transplanted, in 
1947, to the Malheur National 
Wildlife Refuge, Oregon, and 
Ruby Lake Refuge in eastern Ne- 
vada. A few birds were trans- 
planted to the National Elk Re- 
fuge, just south of Yellowstone.

1, St. Anthony Zaccaria on Va- 
tican City A30 was a physician as 
well as clergyman who founded 
the Order of Barnabites, other- 
wise officially known as Regular 
Clerks of the Congregation of St. 
Paul. His body was found incor- 
rupt some 27 years after death. 
Some philatelic writers have con- 
fused this condition with mum- 
mification, a man-made chemical 
process aided by atmospheric 
conditions, as compared with the 
miraculous or suspension of na- 
tural laws by the Creator, At 
least three such miraculous in- 
stances are recorded on stamps 
in the designs of Portugal, Portu- 
guese India and Hungary. (see 
below). 

2. Mozart appears on the stamps 
of Austria, Scott’s SP10, but. his 
body was buried in a pauper’s 
grave whose location is now un- 
known. Perhaps his soul may be 
found among the heavenly choirs. 


3. The artist on U.S. design 
A344 failed to make the grade 
as a cadet at the school shown 
on A262. On the other hand many 
cadets have become very good 
“whistlers”’ when they see a 4.0 
picture walking by or is that 
limited to navy ratings. (see be- 
low). 

4. A veritable litany of the 
Saints may be found in the names 
of towns on precancel stamps and 
several of those missing in that 
branch of philately may be had 
in easily acquired postmarks, 

5. That Ripley says the bird 
shown on a stamp of New Zea- 
land (A59) weighing about five 
pounds sometimes lays a one 
pound egg. Radio comedians 
sometimes lay them equal to 
their own weight. Avoirdupois 
that is, not brain weight. (see be- 
low.) 

6. The lapel buttonhole without 
a button, now used only for dis- 
playing club and lodge pins, was 
initiated with a purpose by the 
French on the Moscow road but 
the custom of the unbuttoned 
bottom vest button was begun by 
the royalty shown on British de- 
sign A66 for relief of gastric dis- 
tress after a banquet. The French 
also found Mos-COW or Russ- 
beef indigestible. (see below), 

7. That it would have been ap- 
propriate to include a likeness 
or Pierre Charles L’Enfant on 
the stamps of Washington’s ses- 
quicentennial celebration, but 
who remembers him or why. Ev- 
en Congress forgot him while he 
was living, 

8. The biggest girl in the Capi- 
tal is shown atop the building on 
design A175 and for a reason faces 
east. Every native Washingtonian, 
and they are fewer than you 
think, will give you a different 
reason. (see below). 

. Congressmen were first 
granted the free mail or frank- 
ing privilege in 1775. Later a sen- 
ator sent a horse home attached 
to the rear of the mail carrying 
stage coach. Now their franking 
privilege carries a lot of bull 
with very little meat beneath the 
hide. : 

10. The President shown on A- 
304 was the only one to have two 
daughters married in the White 
House, the husband of one hav- 
ing a responsible monied position 
next door. (see below).

Mr. D. C. McKenzie of Glenden Beach, Oregon takes time to 
comment on the definition of a stamp collector as given by Mr.

While perhaps 99% of stamp 
and cover collectors will not give 
a darn one way or the other, the 
Post Office Department is guilty 
of bungling a job of public rela- 
tions and information as it con- 
cerns something of philatelic in- 
terest. 

On December 24, this office re- 
ceived a bulletin from the Post 
Office Department Information 
Service, Washington, D. C. that 
there would be a first day of issue 
on December 29 for the new 2c 
double reply card. 

The first day city was Wash-

On December 24, the December 
31 edition of Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News, and probably the corres- 
ponding editions of the other 
philatelic papers, had been print- 
ed. The news wouldn’t have been 
usable even if it had arrived for 
that edition—it was too late. And 
it would probably have been late 
in arriving at the homes of our 
readers in an earlier edition be- 
cause of the Christmas mail rush. 

First day cover service was of- 
fered at face value with the mes- 
sage half of the card being can- 
celled only. A stamped addressed 
envelope had to be provided as 
well for the return of the first 
day cards ordered.

The mine tragedy at Frankfort, 
Ill. where more than 100 miners 
lost their lives in a subterranean 
explosion will lend all the more 
emphasis to the efforts of inter- 
ested persons in securing a stamp 
to honor miners. 

These efforts in the past year 
have become more concentrated 
and insistent. Just recently a 
printed “dodger”, which prob- 
ably has its origin in a miner’s 
group advised that the miners 
were planning a “Protest March” 
on Washington. 

The following, which is offered 
in quotes, is attributed to a 
spokesman for the miners. It seems 
to sum up all the miner thinking 
on the stamp idea. 

“The administration has been 
given every chance in the past 
seven years—even begged—to 
give the coal industry, its miners 
and their dead—not a billion dol- 
lars, but the small tribute of a 
memorial stamp—and they have 
repeatedly refused to do anything 
about it. We protest our dead, 
killed in-the mines lying in dis- 
honored graves, so far as the ad- 
ministration is concerned and the 
insulting way our great industry 
has been treated by that Depart- 
ment in our repeated pleas for 
the coal stamp. We challenge any 
individual or group in Washington 
to show just one good reason for 
their refusal to issue this stamp.” 

First I would like to state that 
it would be no more than fitting 
that the Coal Miners and the Coal 
Industry be honored considering 
the groups, birds and anniver- 
saries memorialized with stamps 
in the past seven years, 

But at the same time I would 
like to point out to the miners 
that the leadership of their labor 
organization has severely antag- 
onized the coal buying and burn- 
ing citizens of this nation with 
their very arbitrary and demand- 
ing strikes and work stoppages 
during and since World War II. 

No one begrudges the miner a 
fair pay for his labors but no one 
wants to be forced to shell out 
under threats and tactics akin to 
national blackmail. 

While the miners are deserving

of their stamp, they certainly are 
not worthy of 4 consideration 
for it strictly on their public rec- 
ord of the past ten years. 


A reader asks the question, “Do 
you think the new $50 Gambling 
Tax Stamp will be collected, and 
will my collection be considered 
incomplete if.it is missing?” 

Without question the stamp will 
be collected for there are a num- 
ber of reports of stamp collectors 
trying to obtain copies of it. 

Whether it will make for an in- 
complete collection if not gotten 
depends upon the extent to which 
the individual wants to go with 
his or her revenue stamps, 

As in the straight postage stamp 
field completeness in some in- 
stances is hardly possible even 
with sizeable amounts of money 
available. So it is in the United 


States Revenue stamp field where || 
in the entire country I believe}! 


there are hardly more than seven- 
ty “practically” 
sentations of all stamps. 

If you have the money and you 
are definitely set on complete- 
ness then you must have the 
stamp. Otherwise ignore it, and 
enjoy the things possible to you. 


On the day on which this is 
written no clubs have sent in any 
returns on voting in the Fourth 
Arnual Design Derby. I do hope 
they are not going to overlook 
this project for two reasons, 

One, the viewing of the stamps 
and the subsequent voting make a 
good evening’s program, and 
most clubs can stand something 
of that nature. 

Secondly, the more collectors 
voting the greater will be the au- 
thoratativeness of the results. 

Club returns must contain the 
total votes and not the single re- 
sult of the voting.

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HARLAN FISKE STONE 
Jurist 


Born in Chesterfield, N. H. 1872 
—died in 1947. After serving his 
apprenticeship as Professor of 
Law at Columbia from 1902 to 
1905, he was appointed Dean of 
Columbia Law School in New 
York, which position he held for 
13 years—until 1923. 

Next he became U. S. Attorney 
General for some years, after 
which President Coolidge appoint- 
ed him to the Supreme Court in 
1925 as an Associate Justice. Aft- 
er sitting on that bench for 16 
years, a thorough deliberate, re- 
liable man, he was elevated to 
what was once understood to be 
the highest position of authority 
in this land of ours—Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States of America, which 
position he filled with the re- 
quired dignity and aplomb until 
his passing in 1947. 


And then in 1948, THE big 
election: year, there arose a di- 
lemma; with both Justice Stone 


and General Pershing just dead, 
one of them was slated for a 
“Famous American” stamp. On 
the one hand was our “Black 
Jack”—Hero of World War 1 and 
beloved by a million doughboys 
of three decades ago, while on 
the other hand was the Judge, 
who had been one of FDR’s 
“nine tired old men” and sub- 
ject to his threatened purge. The 
powers-that-be weighed the mat- 
ter carefully, so it was said, and 
the General lost by a whisker.

THE 4c COLUMBIAN 
STAMP OF 1893 


The beautiful set of 16 stamps 
to honor the Columbian Worlds 
Fair at Chicago in 1893 repre- 
sents a gamut of color ranging 
from dainty yellow-green to roy- 
al purple. The official P, O. D. 
booklet also lists three blues— 
Antwerp blue, ultramarine blue 
and slate blue. 

The ultramarine color belongs 
to the 4c stamp, which pictures 
the fleet of Columbus on the-high 
seas; but a number of sheets were 
apparently printed and later sold 
which were so different from 
any other blue as to become a 
distinct and outstanding variety 
Scott’s lists it as just plain “blue” 
and catalogues the item as: mint 
single $1000, mint block of four 
$5000, used single $500. Error No. 


THE PAN-AMERICAN 
STAMPS OF 1901 


Our Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing had now been in the 
saddle for some seven years; it 
thought it had things pretty well 
in hand down at the plant, and it 
was riding high (for a fall), And 
to show its prowess, the Bureau 
offered to print seven stamps to 
honor the forthcoming Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition at Buffalo in 1901 
(remember, where President Mc- 
Kinley was shot?) 

The stamps were all to be in 
bi-color—two colors, in case you 
don’t understand the word;—all 
subject matter in the center was 
to be printed in black, and the 
surrounding frames were to be 
done in the identical color as used 
currently on the ordinary stamps 
of like denomination. Quite a 
neat idea—what? 

Note—All postage stamps print- 
ed at the Bureau are supposedly 
watched from beginning to end 
as they go through the presses, 
but—an inspector or two must 
have left his post for a moment 
on several occasions, maybe to 
get a drink of water or smoke a 
sly cigarette on the back fire- 
escape, for believe-it-or-not, Mr. 
High-riding Bureau-Print came a 
cropper three times that year. 

The lc stamp with a Great 
Lakes steamer, the 2c with a 
fast-express train and the 4c with 
an “automobile” may have shown 
the world some of our progress 
in America, but they also showed 
our philatelists that the Bureau, 
too, could feed stamps into its 
presses backward on _ occasion. 
And there must have been quite 
a number of these sheets of each 
variety—even a sheet of 4c which

Then too there seems to be a 
patriotic appeal with a display 
of the map of Australia with the 
six states indicated in different 
colors. 

The Cross of Lorraine, symbol 
of anti-tuberculosis work, appears 
in red in the lower left corner 


along with the date in blue, 
“E055”. 
Colors are red, green, yellow, 
blue, pink, rose orange and 
brown, 


No one person was responsible 
for the design, it being attributed 
as a whole to the studios of the 
Advertiser Printing Office of 
Adelaide, South Australia’ which 
also printed the issue. 
Distribution nationwide was 
made by the Australian Tuber- 
culosis Association to the states 
of Victoria, West Australia, South 
Australia, Tasmania, New South 
Wales and Queensland, 

Printing was in sheets of 60 
(6 x 10) perforated all around. 
The left selvedge margin had the 
following wording reading from

Australia’s 1951 
CHRISTMAS SEALS 


by Keith W. Tucker 


To a certain extent the number of different organizations which 
each year produce and sell Christmas Seals for tuberculosis preven- 
tion and care are fewer, but the sale of seals from which funds are 


The smaller number of orangiza- 


tions in the field has come about chiefly because of the consolida- 
tion of interests whereby, for instance, the six state Anti-TB Socie- 
ties all now make use of the same “national” seal where formerly 
they all had their own. Other groups have dropped out of the pic- 
ture entirely, or are getting their funds from other sources. 





Wales. Its offerings are entirely 
different in format from the na- 
tional, in fact, it has produced 
three different designs se-tenant 
for 1951. 

The NSW seals are issued only 
in panes of either ten (5 x 2) or 
30 (5 x 6) in booklet form. The 
“ten” panes are put up in booklets 
of six selling at 5 shillings, or 12 
selling at 10 shillings. 

The “jumbo” booklet contains 
16 panes of the 30 seal size and 
sells for 2 pounds. 

No individual has been credit- 
ed with the designs, the three 
being attributed to the firm of 
Coudrey-Gotham Printery, Ltd. 
of Sydney. Production of the seal 
was the work of another Sydney 
business, the North Sydney Print- 
ery. 

Each seal either features the 
head of a small girl and the Cross 
of Lorraine, or a picture of the 
child with her sand pail. Colors 
are red and blue. 

Separation of the seals is by 
roulette with the three outside 
edges of the panes straight-edged. 

While not a Christmas Seal, I 
am taking this opportunity of 
mentioning the ‘Australian Lu- 
ther League” seals. I have re- 
ceived a number of inquiries from 
the United States for Lutheran 
seals where such material is ap- 
parently quite popular. 

The ones shown above were 
released last July. They were de- 
signed and printed by Hunkin, 
Ellis and King of Adelaide. 

Issued in small sheets of 20 
(4 x 5) of which the outside edges 
are all straight, they are separat- 
ed by roulette. 

Issuance was for the 25th an- 
niversary of the Luther League a 
fact which is included in the 
wording of the design. Badge of 
the group is superimposed on an 
outline map of Australia to form 
the central part of the design. 

Colors, which include a dark 
blue for the central part and a 
red for the panel at the bottom, 
are yellow and black. 

Progressive color proofs are 
available for the the National 
Seal, “but there are none for the 
New South Wales item.

He said he found the equiva- 
lent of about 100 pairs, and while 
he had many offers to sell all or 
part of the holding once the find 
was known, he steadfastly re- 
fused. He resolutely kept all of 
the vertical pairs himself, retail- 
ing them as demand developed. 
They now are all in the hands of 
private collectors, so far as is 
known. 

Mitula found these errors some 
time in July or August, 1942, but 
he kept them in his office safe 
nearly two years before saying 
a thing about them to anyone. 
He still does not wish to divulge 
the exact post office where they 
were discovered. He says they 
were found “in a small town near 
Houston” and adds that a friend 
“told me about them.”

He said: “When I went to the 
post office I was pretty well pre- 
pared for what I found, although 
I must confess I was disappoint- 
ed at the small number. I found 
the imperforate errors in only 
one pad of 100 sheets. The er- 
rors occurred about every third 
sheet, and they averaged about 
three vertical imperf pairs per 
sheet, or a totakof nearly 100 
pairs.” 

Mitula reported: “I got all of 
the find.” He stripped out all of 
the errors except for two sheets. 
“TIT have kept two sheets intact 
for my own collection purposes,” 
he wrote. 

As for the position of the er- 
rors, the Texas dealer said they 
all clustered around the “upper 
right hand corner.”

CHAPTER XIV 


One of the strangest occurrences in the story of the Defense Er- 
rors “vas the discevery of a very small quantity of sheets, each with 
a pair of two without any perforations horizontally. Until these were 
reported, none had been found imperforate horizontally—all of the 
errors having been horizontal pairs and blocks but imperforate ver- 
tically. The announcement came as one of the odd anti-climaxes of 


Anthony J. Mitula, Jr., stamp dealer since 1933, and proprietor 
of the stamp and coin company bearing his name in the Union Na- 
tional Bank Bldg., Houston, Texas, was the man who discovered 




















terial is reported to show “traces” 
of the perforating pins It is not 
like blind perfs, but rather as if 
a row of perforating pins had 
been bent over in one direction 
lying upon one another. 

The paper between the stamps 
bears at least a’ trace of some- 
thing having been forced against 
it with considerable pressure— 
enough to leave a mark but not 
quite enough to break the pa- 
per. 

All of the Mitula errors that 
I have seen bear this paper wear 
“trademark”. George E .McCabe, 
of Troy, Pa., who handled most 
of the le horizontal pairs, sta- 
ted: “I have looked over the lot 
of .errors found by Mr. Mitula, 
near Houston, Texas. All of those 
show faint traces of blind perfs 
—I could see traces of the per- 
foration pins on all of them. In 
spite of that they have sold for 
nice prices.” 

Mitula told me that at first he 
traded “about éight or nine” pairs 
and blocks to a few dealers in 
the East for “items I wanted, ‘in- 
cluding some of the other im- 
perforate Defense material.” Mr. 
Ward is reported to have offered 
Mitula $25 per pair for all he 
could produce. Mitula_ refused, 
preferring to merchandise them 
himself, but $25 became Mitula’s 
asking price for the pairs. 

The first dealers to whom he 
sold the errors were Ezra D. Cole, 
of Nyack, N. Y., and Fred Farm- 
er, of Detroit. The first pair put 
up at auction brought $35. An- 
other pair offered at a Mint 
Sheet auction brought $22.50. 

When I corresponded with Mr. 
Mitula in July, 1946, he had sold 
virtually all of the No. 899-a ma- 
terial. He very kindly cooperated 
in supplying answers to nearly 
all of my questions. He recalled 
the day he found the errors and 
said again, “there were about 
30 sheets with three pairs in each 
sheet. I found a few more sheets 
but they were not quite good 
enough to pass. All of the pairs 
in the Houston find showed traces 
of the perforating machine, but 
the pins did not cut the paper.” 

He reported that at auctions 
that year the pairs had been 
bringing from $25 to $50 per 
pair. “One sold in our recent 
Texas state convention auction at 
$25.” 

Mitula very graciously extend- 
ed his best wishes to this series 
of articles, “when published some 
day soon.” Said he: “I hope the 
articles, particularly the correct 
information about these verti- 
cal pairs and blocks, will create a 
lot of interest. It won’t do me 
any good, since I have sold nearly 
all of them, but as least the ar- 
ticles may help firm or boost the 
value of the vertical material 
and it will help those who had 
the nerve to buy it from me.” 

Mitula has been a collector for 
35 years, a dealer for the past 
18 years. He has specialized in 
U. S. stamps for the past sev- 
eral years. Mitula is a native 
Texan, having been born at Gal- 
veston. 

One of the last questions I 
asked him was to evaluate the 
future of the Defense ersors that 
he found and sold. Mitula stated: 
“Personally, I think right now 
they are worth many times more 
than the 6c bi-color airmail pairs 
of the same type that are im- 
perforate vertically. I understand 
there are more than 1,000 known 
pairs of the 6¢ bi-color and the 
dealers get $90 a pair. I can’t tell 
very well what the future may 
hold for these No. 899-a errors, 
but I am confident that with all 
the facts known, in time they 
will find their true price level.” 

I bought a pair from Mr. Mitu- 
la for $25 and added it to my 
collection in November, 1946. In 
the spring of 1947, LINN’S and 
other stamp papers published a 
little blurb for me, stating that I 
was working on this Defense 
story and would appreciate hear- 
ing from collectors and dealers 
who could supply additional in- 
formation. 


One dealer wrote to tell me 


about the Mitula find. I replied 
that I had had correspondence 
with the Texan. In no time at 
all, I became involved in a three- 
cornered confab by mail that fin- 
ally brought me one of the most 
striking pieces of Defense error 
material in my collection. I would 
like to tell LINN’S readers about

A special postmark will also 
be applied to the first day cov- 
ers sent to the Agency for serv- 
ice.

Collectors can send their cov- 
ers bearing a name and address 
to the Philatelic Agency and a 
sum sufficient to pay for the 
stamps to be affixed. 

Money orders made payable to 
the Philatelic Agency are accep- 
table. The current rate of ex- 
change is approximately 1 Swiss 
France (100 centimes) equals 25c

stamp with inverted center was 
not regularly issued.” Well, who 
got them—do you know? Me 
neither. Errors No. 3, No. 4, No. 5. 


5c ERROR OF 1917 


Every hinge-licker knows that 
a 5c stamp should be blue, so— 
ah!—here’s an error I know some- 
thing about personally; even own 
one in the center of a mint block 
of nine, completely surrounded 
by eight of the loveliest 2c stamps 
you can imagine 

This error came about through 
that strange and lost ambition 
called “economy”, which was 
still practiced somewhat in Wash- 
ington in President Wilson’s time, 
at the end of the first World 
War. 

Nowadays the P. O. Depart- 
ment orders plates from which 
our stamps are printed in multiple 
quantities, some of which plates 
are never put to use and even- 
tually destroyed. Back in the days 
of 1917 however, one or two 
plates were actually repaired. 
And thereby came this error. 

Note—In those days, an orig- 
inal plate was made by first 
engraving a tiny die in reverse, 
exactly: the size of the stamp. 
From the die the design was 
transferred onto a roller, now 
showing its obverse picture. Fin- 
ally, the roller was used to roll 
or “rock” its image onto a sheet 
of soft steel, again in reverse 
and one at a time, until the re- 
quired number of impressions had 
been transferred onto the steel, 
which was then hardened, burn- 
ished and ready to go. 

But to get back to that repair 
job on Plate No. 7942, printing 
red 2c stamps, 400 at a time. It 
was getting faint and worn in a 
number of spots, yet it seemed 
a shame to throw it out already. 
What to do? Repair it, of course. 
First it was necessary to erase 
the old impressions, after which 
the transfer roller was brought 
out to “rock in” some fresh im- 
pressions. 

Two adjoining stamps in the 
upper left pane and one stamp 
in the lower right pane were re- 
vamped, after which plate 7942 
was returned to the press-room, 
apparently as good as ever and 
ready for more duty. Neither re- 
pairmen, pressmen nor inspec- 
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More stamps were printed from 
the repaired plate and scattered 
to post offices cross the land, une 
til some lucky Johnny discov- 
ered the 5c red error and then 
brother, did we have fun! 

The postmaster at Appleton, 
Wisconsin, where I later lived, 
was a friendly man and a gener- 
ous man, but he didn’t believe 
in luck himself—until he open- 
ed his most recent shipment of 
2c stamp and found 100 of the 
single 5c errors from the lower 
pane, one on a page of each of 
100 sheets. P 

As I indicated, he was a friend- 
ly, generous man, and he had 
pleasure in selling most of the 
full sheets to his friends at the 
required $2, as every good post- 
master should, He and I became 
charter members of the Appleton 
Philatelic Society in 1928, at 
which time he hadn’t a single 
sheet left, “unless he had stuck 
one away somewhere for his 
son’s collection.” 

Scott’s quotes them: mint sin- 
gle $62.50, used single $60.00— 
on cover $100.00—in blocks of 
nine, middle stamp the error $90,- 
00—block of twelve, two middle 
stamps errors (from the upper 
left’ pane) $150.00. Error No 6. 


THE 24c AIRMAIL 
STAMP OF 1918 


As far as known, just one sheet 
of this stamp with inverted cen- 
ter slipped past the watchful eyes 
at the Bureau, It was bought by 
W. T. Robey, a broker’s clerk, at 
a Washington post office during 
his lunch hour. Refusing to re- 
turn it or exchange it, he sold 
it to an Eastern syndicate, which 
in turn sold it to Colonel Green, 
son of the rich “Hetty” Green. 

The Colonel broke up _ the 
sheet, and soon single copies were 
being bought or sold here and 
there, first at $250, then $500, un- 
til in 1948 two copies were auc- 
tioned at $4000 each. 

The Colonel had retained the 
margin block of eight, which in- 
cluded the arrow and both plate 
numbers. After his death it was 
sold for $27,000, the highest price 
ever paid for a single U. S. phil- 
atelic item—or so I understanq’ 
from what I have read. Error No, 
J—and Goodnight. 

ANSWER to the question ask- 
ed earlier: The American Bank 
Note Company printed the 13 
Allied Flags in 1943, with thank- 
yous probably due to F. D. R., who

} A Royal Topic | 
by John Reibel | 


The recent tour of Princess 
Elizabeth and her husband, Duke 
Phillip, through Canada and the 
issuance of a stamp by our good 
neighbor to commemorate the vis- 
it calls to mind the fact that sev- 
eral other members of the Bri- 
tish Commonwealth of Nations 
have released stamps portraying 
the future sovereign of England. 

If one is looking for a topic to 
collect which is interesting, inex- 
pensive, and not too hard to keep 
up with as well as one which of- 
fers possibilities of sound invest- 
ment (if this matters), this sub- 
ject is worth exploring. 

To date only 32 stamps have 
been printed by 14 different coun- 
tries, if one is to count the bi-ling- 
ual pairs of the Union of South 
Africa and Southwest Africa as 
separate stamps. All of these 
countries are either members of 
the British Commonwealth of 
Nations or colonies under its con- 
trol. To the best of my knowledge, 
no nation outside the Common- 
wealth has issued a stamp of this 
nature. 

New Zealand has had the lar- 
gest number (6), but five of these 
have been semi-postals. 

Until the recent Canadian com- 
mem, Newfoundland and Malta 
shared the honors with that coun- 
try for the largest number of 
regular stamps, three each. Now, 
of course, Canada leads with four 
regulars. 

The Malta stamps, produced to 
commemorate a visit by the Prin- 
cess to that island in 1950, are 
all of the same design and con- 
stitute a set.

The single event which pro- 
duced the largest number of 
emissions (11) was the visit of 


the Royal Family to the southern 
part of the African continent in 
the spring of 1947. To celebrate 
this event stamps were prepared 
by Basutoland, British Bechuana- 
land, Swaziland, Southern Rho- 
desia, Southwest Africa, and the 
Union of South Africa. 

The stamps of the first three 
were of the same designs, values, 
and colors and are differentiated 
only by the country designation. 
Stamps of the Union of South Af- 
rica were overprinted, as usual, 
for use in Southwest Africa. 

Other events which members 
of the Commonwealth felt to be 
of sufficient importance to war- 
rant production of stamps por- 
traying Elizabeth included the 
Silver Jubilee of her grandfather, 
George V; the return of peace at 
the end of World War II; the 
victory of the Allied Nations; and 
her marriage to Lt. Philip Mount- 
batten of the Royal Navy. 

She also appears with her sis- 
ter in one stamp of a set issued 
by Canada to commemorate the 
visit of her parents to that coun- 
try and the United States short- 
ly before the outbreak of World 
War II. 

For sheer beauty, mint blocks 
of these issues are difficult to 
equal. A good many of them are 
printed in some shade of blue 
which is a delight to the eye. 
Two are bi-colored and there is 
even a triangle stamp, which in- 
cidentally, was overlooked in a 
recent listing of triangle stamps 
published in a nationally known 
stamp paper. 

A complete collection of mint 
singles will set you back about 
$5.00. Used singles will cost about 
the same, since some of these 
items have a higher value used 


than mint. The most expensive 
one, and the earliest, is New- 
foundland Scott No. 192 which 


catalogs $1.50 either way (Scott 
1951) and can be purchased for 
not much less than that in very 
fine condition.
